CONFIDENCE IN PHILPOT. 


Chief Desmond Was Asked to Send De. 


tectives, but Declined to Do So 
Because the Theft Occurred 
in Another State. 


Shortly after 1 o'clock Wednesday after- 
noon Robert Monroe, superintendent of po- 
lice at the National Stockyards, stated to 
the Post-Dispatch that no arrests had been 
made in connection with the robbery of 


the Stockyards Pank.

He gaid all were convinced that the safe 
was blown by experts. No tools were left 
behind. The books were not injured, and 
all records of the bank's business are in- 


tact. 


Robert Monroe, night superintendent of 
the stockyards and chief of the police sys- 
tem, was the first person to reach the scéiie 


of the robbery. 

The stockyards, in the center of which is 
located the exchange building, in which the 
bank is, is not in Kast St. Louis. It is in 
Stites Township, and there is no municipal 
government, The corporation that con- 
trols the yards apjoints the police and 
makes all police regulations. 

Robert Monroe is the chief of the con- 
stabulary. Tie is, in fact, a deputy sheriff, 
appointed Uy the sheriff of Madison Coun- 
ty, and hig deputies, Philpot and Bstep, are 
similarly appointed. They are nominally 
Ceputy sheriffs, but in reality they are pri- 
vate emriloyves of the stockyards. The cor- 
poration pavs them their salaries. 

“It was about 4 o'clock this morning 


when I first heard of the robbery,” said | 


Mr. Monroe to the Post-Dispatch Tuesday 
afternoon. “I sleep at the Stock Yards 
Hotel, about half a mile from the Exchange, 
and I was aroused by Philpet, who came 
to have me awakened and to apprise me 
of what occurred. 

“I had my horse hitched at once and 
Philpot and I drove to the scene of the 
robbery. Philpot explained what had oc-. 


curred while we were driving, and when I | 
got there I at once sent Estep in my, peasy |

I had tried to raise Inox, the 
president, but the telephone operators could 
not raise him. While Estep was gone for 
Mr. Jones Philpot and I made a careful 
Search of the grounds. 


CONFIDENCE IN PHILPOT. 

“I want to state that I have the utmost 
confidence in Philpot and in the other two 
men who were bound by the robers. Phil- 
pot has been with me for two years. While 
he is a native of Kentucky it is not true 
that he was ever mixed up in those feuds. 
He left Kontucky when he was a boy and 


has not been there for ten years. He went! there be no

He became a Rough 
Rider in President Roosevelt's regiment and 
is personally acquainted with the President. 

“The robbers paid a high compliment to 
Philpot’s courage and bravery when they 
captured him first. They could not have 
been successful once out of a thousand 
times. Philpot is a dead shot with the re- 
volver and they knew they had to get him 
out of the way first. 

"They knew they had to get him in the 
early part of the evening, too, although they 


evidently intended to blow the safe after 
midnight. In the early part of the evening 
Philpot was naturally not on his guard, as 
he would have been later. At the hour he 
wae uttacked, 7:30 o'clock, he had his re- 
volver with him, but it was in his hip 
ket and his overcoat was buttoned up.

Framers of Charter Asked to 
Examine Public Buildings. 


SPECIAL TAX LEVY PROPOSED 


WUBIIO WELYARH BODY TO DE- 
CIDE ON ADDITIONS. 


Assembly Is Urged, by Resolution or in 
Other Appropriate Manner, to 
Join in Movement for 
Wew Public Structures. 


In @ message which was forwarded Tucs- 
Gay afternoon to the Municipal Assembly, 
Mayor Wells recommends that the Public 
Welfare Commission, which framed the 
charter amendments recently adopted, be 
requested to investigate the present condl- 
tion of the public buildings, for the purpose 
of determining what new buildings are 


needed. 

The mayor favors the holding of a special 
election to vote @ tax levy for a public 
building fund, and would make the recom- 
mendations of the commisgion, or of any 
committee which it may choose to examine 


the public buildings, the guide tn the ex- 
penditure of the funds thus raised. 

The meseage, which was read Tuesday in 
the Council and House of Delegates, is as 
follows:

“I want to stay with Clemmle,”’ said the 
little girl to Dr. Jordan when he came to 


take her away. ‘“‘He frets all the time 
when I am not here.’’ 
The child’s wish was granted, and she 


wasea faithful attendant on her brother for 
five days. Tuesday afiternoon Dr. Jordan 
became satisfied that the boy’s disease was 
not smallpox. He ordered Clemmle to be 
transferred to the City Hospital, and his 
sister accompanied him there. 

“I'm going to stay: with Clemmfe till he 
gets well,”’ said the little nurse Wednes- 
day morning. ‘I'm not afraid of catching 
anything. 

“Clemmie and I are all alone. Our mam- 
ma lives somewhere on Chouteau avgnue, 
but I don’t know where, and she has never 
come to see us.

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JUSTICE MAY BE DONE. 


Following a conference between President Roosevelt 
Admiral Schiey the attorneys for the latter announce that an 
appeal of the Schl case will be taken to the President. 

There is a pleasing indication in this that the President is pre- 
pared to do justice to the vietor of Santiago. Of course it is not 
likely that Mr. Roosevelt would assure Admiral Schley that he 
does not favor Secretary Long’s action in approving the opinion 
ef the majority of the court of inquiry and rejecting Admiral 
Dewey's opinion, but Schley and his attorneys would hardly ap- 
peal if they were not assured that the President would be willing 
to act in Schley’s favor if he found reason to do so. 

It is possible that President Roosevelt permitted 
Long to do his will in the case and sanctioned the reprimand 
of Miles solely with a view of closing the controversy in offic-al- 
dom, and then taking such independent cction with respect to 
Schley as he thought best. Although the remedy was il- 
judged, certainly the controversy in the navy department had be- 
come a damaging scandal.

The speed should vary with the density of the population and 
the use of the streets by pedestrians and vehicles. Speed that 
would be reasonable on a little used street in the outskirts of the 
city would be reckless on a crowded thoroughfare. 

But the prime requisite with the heavy cars and powerful mo- 
tors now iu use is a first-class equipment of safety appliances. 
Each car Should be equipped with the best power ‘brake and 
the best fender and wheel suards: : 

The new fender ordinance empowers the Board of Public Im- 
provements to cormnpel the equipping of cars with fenders ap- 
proved by them. The board will be responsible for the result, 
and will not have done its duty if fenders and guards which 
will keep victims of street car accidents from the wheels are 
not provided. 

A brake ordinance compelling the use of the best 
brakes on the cars should be passed and enforced. «

heavy cars running at a reasonable rate of speed, but the con- 
sequences of accidents should be reduced to a minimum by the 
use of every precaution in the way of improved equipment and 
the exercise of care and caution by street railway employes. 

On the other hand, the obligation lies on the public to exercise 
caution and look cut for cars. Rapid trolley cars are, compara- 
tively speaking, new and the public needs education in the matter 
of caution. Pedestrians must practice watchfulness and prudence 
Drivers of wagons; must Keep out of the way of the cars. Th, 
careless obstruction or use of the tracks, or the reckless crossing 
of tracks, will inevitably result in accidents. 

When the railways have done their full duty in the matter 
of providing equipment and sufficient cars and keeping the rate 
of speed within reasonable limits the safety and comfort of-the 
public still depends in large measure upon the co-operation of 
the public. 


The police will be doing good work if they enforce the ordl- 
nance requiring that all wagons used for hauling dirt,. ashes 
and rubbish siiall be equipped with sideboards from 2% to 23 
inches in height. They should also insist that all garbage wag- 
ons be tightly shut while passing through the streets, as the 
iaw directs.

A JUST RULING. 


Judge Zachritz’sgaction Monday morning on the application for 
change of venue by the St. Louis Transit Co. in a number of 
damage cases was in harmony with right and justice. 

“J am not going to place an unnecessary burden upon poor 
persons,” said he, “by transferring cases to courts © or 70 
miles from St. Louis because a great corporation makes the 
request. Unless the plaintiff is willing that this should be done, 
I intend to send all cases in which the transit company asks a 
change of venue, to a county that can be reached by the street 
cars.”’ 

When a defendant announces that an unprejudiced jury can't 
be found in a city of 600,000 inhabitants, it suggests a question 
not altogether complimentary. But whatever the merits of these 
cases may be, it is only fair that if the transit attorneys think 
a removal expedient in the interest of justice the plaintiffs shall 
not be put to unnecessary inconvenience or expense.

But 
no club would sell. I offered as high as 
$100,000 to get a team here. 

‘I stand ready now to spend more money 
for a winning team in New York City than 


20\;any one else.”’
